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Executive Summary 


Overall financial position is considered stable and close to current 
projections. As we come into the second half of the financial year, 
projections will be closely monitored alongside evolving business 
objectives before business plans and associated financial projections are 
solidified for the 2019/20 planning cycle. 


Income levels continue to exceed expectation to where we are in our 
budget expectations. This may lead to a revision in the income forecast 
over the coming weeks. Current forecasted increase in the register is 
based on 16% overall, however this may be interpreted as overly prudent 
as the year unfolds. 


Income 


Income to the end of September is £18.3m, £477k (or 2.7%) over our re- 
forecasted income of £14.5m to the end of August. We are still expecting 

an overall DP income of just over £38m which represents an overall 16% 

increase in DP fee payers for the full year. 


Organisations paying by Direct Debit and therefore qualifying for a £5 
discount of fees has increased slightly to an average of 43% (43% 
August). The projected level of 50% paying by Direct Debit may need to 
be revised down over the coming month which will also increase our 
income. 


Expenditure 


Areas of expenditure that have exceeded our 10% tolerance levels are 
within IT and Projects. Since projects are largely time dependant and 
each project has been assessed as likely to come in on budget, this is not 
considered to be an area of concern. 


The legal and professional budget has also underspent, the majority of 
which is because additional resource was allocated to other projects which 
was not spent until the following month, so no overall underspend is 
expected.

The number of registrations has steadily increased from 513,687 at the 
end of March to 581,079 at the end of September, an overall increase of 
67,392 or 13%. The income forecast projects a steady increase for the 
remainder of the year to an expected overall 16% increase in fee payers 
compared to 2017/18; 10% of which can be directly attributed to the 
introduction of GDPR.
